The increase 


in phy sical v olume w’as ev en greater, since unit prices w’ere reduced during the 


y ear. Deliv eries of serv ice parts and other authorized civ ilian material 
amounted to ? 25 0,(X)0,000, a decrease of about 30% from 19 42. 


At the time of Pearl Harbor, G.M. deliv eries of war products w’ere at a rate 


of two million dollars w’orth a day . By the end of 19 43 the daily rate was 


abov e twelv e million dollars. The 2,300 separate items placed in production 


ranged from small and delicate parts to airplane engines, complete airplanes, 


tanks, and powerful Diesel engines for submarines and landing craft. 


A \ ERAGE EM PLO Y M E N T in General Motors in 19 43 was 448 ,8 48 , an 


all-time high. The figure stood at 5 03,7 49 in December. In 19 42, the y early 


av erage was 314,144, and the December figure was 39 1,9 7 5 .

9 3% of all war material deliv ered to the end of 19 43 was manufactured 
under fix ed-price contracts. General Motors early adopted the policy of reduc­ 
ing prices to the gov ernment as lower costs w'ere achiev ed through greater 
ex perience. The gov ernment benefited many millions of dollars by these reduc­ 
tions in 19 43. Tax es in 19 43 totaled b-'0-^)06 8 ,0U0, oi which iederal tax es were 
325 4,7 8 3 ,000; social security and unemploy ment insurance tax es, 339 ,26 3,(X)0, 
and state and local tax es, 314,022,000. Common stock div idends were 32 per 
share in 19 43.
